CHICAGO June 24—Grains swept 
upward to the highest price levels 
of the season again today, following 
crop reports from the west 
northwest which said that crops 
were more severely damaged than 
had been believed. All grains were 
affected with all deliveries of wheat 
well above 80 cents. Huge waves of 
buying were followed by large pro- 
fit taking sales, but these were 
without effect and the 
closed near the day’s highest prices.

They are supported gen- 
erally by the other countries which no longer 
count the value of their moneys in grains of gold 

France would presumably like the dollar and 
the pound assessed at their former gold values. 
Whatever may happen, that will not be done. The 
reasons which drove Britain and the United States 
off that particular gold standard will keep them 
off. President Roosevelt ys definitely he will not 


} return to any gold standard until he is assured that 


it would work—which the former standard abso- 
lutely failed to do ‘ 

However and whenever a settlement is reached, 
the significant point at present is that non-gold 
currencies are a fact. that more countries are doing 
business with that kind of money than with money 
based on gold A gold standard is no longer ad- 
mitted to be something in the nature of a Divine 
ordinance. It is exposed as only a human exped- 
ient, devised for the sake of convenience, and 
workable only under circumstances more or less 
normal. Whoever suggest that three years ago 
invited a broadside of ridicule, mixed plentifully 
with sneers and abuse. ‘from the worshippers of the 
modern golden calf. 

“Managed” currencies have been shown to be 
practicable Even unmanaged currencies have not 
been found to be ruinous. And the countries that 
have repudiated the yellow fetish are showing im- 
the gold 
countries do not claim to rival. 

It is at least a fair guess that, whether or not 
the currencies of the world are in future based 
upon gold, they will be subject to some sort of 
“management” that will prevent the scarcity or the 
hoarding of that—or any other single commodity— 
Producing another world-wide deflation.

Troubles which were not unforeseen by some 
people seem to have beset the attempts of the 
delegates to the World Economic Conference to 
agree upon a basis for stabilization of currencies. 
All are agreed that it should be done; the trouble 
comes when they attempt to decide on how it shall 
be done and when it shall start. The gold standard, 
blamed in part for the world depression, is still 
hugged to the breast of the financial world. which 
fears any step into the unknown. That is making 
it difficult (if indeed it will not make it impossible) 
for any agreement on stabilization to be effected. 

* & * 

Gold is a commodity. Though it has few uses 
in the world outside of filling teeth and gilding 
picture frames, it is given an artificially high price 
by law. Being insufficient in volume to adequately 
carry out the settlements of the world’s trade, and 
easily capable of being hoarded, it is a commodity 
that lends itself well to manipulation for profit. 
Men have made virtual “corners” in gold as they 
have done in wheat, forcing a shrinkage of prices, 
consequent depressions and enhancement of the 
purchasing power of their gold by manipulation. 
Great fortunes have been amassed in the process. 

Attempts to stabilize the currencies of United 
States, France, England and other consenting coun- 
tries, highly desirable though the object be, will 
be menaced while settlements are required in gold, 
because gold manipulation will make it still pos- 
sible to depress commodity values in the stabilized 
countries. 


* + 

Here is how it may work out. The consenting 
countries agree that certain relative values shall 
be given the franc, the reichsmark, the pound, the 
U.S. dollar and the Canadian dollar. That will 
give gold a certain fixed value per ounce in each 
country. If Canada stabilizes her dollar at 10 or 12 
cents below the American dollar (where she has 
been “pegging” it for the last year or two) gold 
will have a greater value in Canadian dollars than 
in US. dollars. Each country will thus have a 
fixed price at which it will buy and sell gold, 
based on the stabilization agreement. 

No arbitrary set of prices agreed upon by a 
Conference can be expected to exactly balance 
the relative wage and living and production costs 
of each country. To some the gold price will be 
too high in regard to these costs and to others too 
low. What will happen then? 

Prof. Angus, of the department of economics at 
the University of B. C. says that the country 
which has too high relatively a buying price for 
gold will be required to buy gold. The vendors of 
the gold will then use the currency obtained to 
buy goods for export. They will sell these goods 
abroad for currencies which they can convert into 
gold and will again import gold into the country 
offering the tempting price, repeating the process 
until the country is forced to raise its commodity 
prices, or to hoard and sterilise its gold stocks 
till it causes a gold shortage and a fall in prices 
in the rest of the world. This, he points out, is 
what happened when M. Poincare under pressure 
from French industry, fixed the gold content of 
the new franc too low, thus making the price of 
gold too high. 

* % 

What happens in the country which fixes the 
price of gold too low, by overvaluing its currency? 
It will be asked to sell gold. This gold will be 
used to first buy foreign currencies which will be 
used to buy foreign goods. These will be imported 
and sold for domestic currencies, and the proceeds 
used to buy more gold for export, the process being 
repeated till it causes a fall of prices and wages to 
a point where the process becomes unprofitable. 

This, Prof. Angus points out, was what hap- 
pened to Great Britain after the restoration of the 
gold standard on terms which made the gold con- 
tent of the pound “too high” or its price too iow. 
He thinks the nations would do better if each 
would stabilize its own currency internally by re- 
moving all restrictions on gold transactions, allow- 
ing the metal to rise or fall to a competitive or 


> 
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natural price, and then revalue currencies in the | 


terms of this competitive price. 

Since first it was mooted that the American 
delegates were willing to stabilize their dollar 
with the pound on a basis of $4.07 to $4.11, they 
may have done some thinking. This may be behind 
the accusation of the French delegates that United 
States has performed a volte face on its stabiliza- 
tion offer. 

No doubt some form of tentative stabilization 
will be worked out, but even should the Confer- 
ence fail to meet agreement, the labor wil! not have 
been lost. Each effort to reach agreement, each 
abortive failure to produce success, brings the 
world nearer to a realization of where the hin- 
drances lie, and paves the approach to future 
remedy. Better to achieve slow but sure change

AUTHORITIES

» EXONERATED 


Absolved From Any Blame 
in Death of Seven-year- 
old Boy 


Nurses and of the 
Misericordia hospital were absolved 
from any possible blame or respon- 


sibility n the death, May 21 last, of 
seven-year-old Bernard Boutn, 
when a jury sitting in the coroner's 
court under Dr. E. A. Braithwate 
Friday afternoon at Connelly and 
McKinley's funeral hall, returned 
the following verdict: 

“We find that Bernard Boutin 
died in the Misericorlia hospital on 
May 21, 1933, death being due to 
necrosis of the liver. No blame can 
be attached to the hospital or staff.” 

During the Thursday session in 
the coroner's court, the parents of 
the boy testified that he had told 
them he had fallen out of bed. They 
claim that the fall to the floor had 
opened a recent operation wound 


EVIDENCE CONTRADICTED 

Medical witnesses contradicted 
this evidence, denying the presence 
of bruises on the boy's body and 
testifying that he had died from 
necrosis of the liver 

Parents of Bernard told of hear- 
ing the son's beside companion in 
the next cot, George McMorran, 
say that he had seen the youngster 
fall out of bed. 

Called to testify before the court 
Friday, young George could re- 
member little and denied that Ber- 
nard had tumbled to the floor. He 
admitted telling Boutin’s parents 
that the child had fallen 

“Did he fall?” asked the coroner.

the floor. It might have been him, 
it might have been the bed clothes 
or even the nurse. I turned around 
and went to sleep again 

L. Boutin, father of the deceased 
said he had heard the night nurse 
and the night superintendent say: 
“Don't think the boy is so sick be- 
cause he fell out of bed.” 

Both the night nurse and her sup- 
erintendent were re-called and de- 
nied any such conversation

Every 
sportsman is a potential gambler 
What about the  pari-mutuels? 
That's a big legalized gamble, but 
there’s not much objection to 
horse race betting because the 
government has its fist in the 
profits. Besides, the player of a 
slot machine gets his money's 
worth if he gets mints for the 
nickels he plays into the ma- 
chine. And there's always the 
thrill of taking a chance. That's 
entertainment in _ itself. of 
course I don't feel that a person 
should spend all his money in the 
machines, but you will generally. 
find that this type of person man-

Held as Ringleader in Pen 

Riots—Urged Violence 

at Kingston 

KINGSTON, Ont, June 24—The 
spotlight of interest in the trials of 
Kingston penitentiary convicts 
charged with rioting in the prison 
last October, Friday centred on the 
frail, fiery figure of Tim Buck. He, 
is alleged to have addrested his 
fellow convicts and urged them to 
insist on their demands or kill the 
“screws”. 

While the former leader of the 
Communist party was engaged in 
verbal duels with witnesses in one 
court room, Convicts Teetzel and 
Manson, being jointly tried, were 
found guilty with recommendation 
of clemency for ¢ach prisoner.
